CHICAGO, Aug. 28—A g00d 
many thousand Chicago radio en- 
thusiasts are ready to testify today 
that television—the broadcasting 
of motion pictures through the air 
by radio—is an ‘accomplished fact 
and a commertially profitable form 
ef amusement of the future. For 
last night, for half an hour, the 
new _ television radio station 
W®XAP of the Chicago Daily News 
sent out action pictures which were, 
more or less successfully, picked 
up by 200 picture receiving sets in 
various parts of the city. To be 
sure the pictures flickered, as did 
\the old-time movies, and there 
were times when the receiving sets 
failed altogether but some of the 
200 stations caught the entire pro- 
gram and all of them caught parts 
of it. ‘Without question the com- 
plete broadcasting of news events 
and the showing of motion picture 
plays is just around the corner. 

These first television receiving 
sets, the product of an independent 
Chicago corporation, are not 
equipped to transmit sound, They 
are operated from a station using 
much shorter wave lengths than 
are usually employed in broadcast- 
ing spoken words. In the demon- 
stration last night, however, the 
Daily News broadcast the sound, 
accompanying the pictures, over 
ite regular station WMAQ, syn- 
chronizing perfectly with the views 
being shown. To both see and hear 
the broadcasting it was necessary 
for the receiving stations to use 
two sets—a television receiver and 
an ordinary radio. This was done 
in many instances. 


Transmitted 100 Miles. 

The Chicago station has been ex- 
perimenting with the sending of 
movies for many months and a 
few weeks ago succeeded in trans- 
mitting a motion picture which was 
picked up by a set in Milwaukee, 
nearly 100 miles away. Last night's 
demonstration was the first public 
city-wide broadcasting, and daily 
and nightly station W9XAP will 
carry on regular television pro- 
grams. The present receiving sets, 
which are now on general 
sale in Chicago, are not so far 
perfected that they could be used 
in St. Louis to catch programs 
broadcast from Chicago. Sending 
moving pictures that distance is 
still a matter for the electrical en- 
gineers to battle with. 

That pictures will be sent across 
the country before long is most 
likely, however, and 
next year. perhaps, entire Plays, 
such as are now seen in the cinema 
theaters, may be seen, and heard, 
in homes throughout the land. Tel- 
evision experts are confident that 
the new form of broadcasting will 
revolutionize the entertainment 
field and many of them predict 
that the use of films, except for 
making pictures as a matter of rec- 
ord for future use, will be tremen- 
dously reduced. 

Be that as it may, television is 
heré now and the varied program 
of conversation, singing, instru- 
mental music and even a lightning 
fast boxing match which I saw sent 
out last night proves that the pos- 
sibilities are almost boundless. 


Boxing Match Shown. 

Singers, speakers and musicians 
were seen on receiving sets 
throughout Chicago last night. The 
boxing bout, lasting just one min- 
ute, was the least attractively 
transmitted event of the evening 
because the boxers failed to keep 
within the limited range of the 
present broadcasting equipment. 
But the acton, when caught at all. 
was transmitted faithfully and 
showed that there was probably no 
action which could not be sent 
through the air successfully. 

None of the present receiving 
sets is equipped to show the pic- 
tures on a large motion picture 
screen although the makers say 
that such form of transmission is 
exceedingly simple and can be ar- 
ranged at any time. Last night's 
large and scattered audience saw 
thé pictures through a 5 inch glass 
lens in the front of the receiving 
outfit—a box about two feet 
square and six inches deep. It was 
not necessary to stand close to the 
box and peer into the covered hole. 
Eight or 10 persons, seated in a 
semi-circle 10 feet away could view 
the picture although a better idea 
of what was going on coulc be had 
at close range. In many of the 
Chicago stores showing the pro- 
‘gram last night—none of the ma- 
chines was installed in a private 
home so far as was known—five or 
six of the receiving sets were used 
go that it was possible to display 
the pictures to a greater number 
of people. 

The picture, as it was seen in 
the box was about five inches 
squate and appeared to be tinted a 
pale red. -As said before, it fligk - 
ered considerably and one got the 


jimpression of watching a movie 


through a screen door, for the sur- 
face of the image was covered with 
a succession of fine lines, but, nev- 
ertheless, the pictures were trans-

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CLEANERS TO END 
PRICE WAR; HIGHER 


RATES NEXT WEEK 


Proposed Schedule Is Based 
on Cost Survey, Which Is 
Said to Show Loss on 
Work. 


WHOLESALERS AND 
RETAILERS IN- DEAL 


Chain Establishment, Which 
Operates Eight Places in 
St. Louis, Not Included in 


Compact. 


The price of cleaning wearing 
apparel is to be increased next 
week as a result of an understand- 
ing between retail and wholesale 
cleaners and dyers in St. Louis to 
end the price war, which they say 
has caused them to operate at a 
loss since tast October. 

The new prices, to be announced, 
will become effective next Tues- 
day, and will be based on a sur- 
vey of operating costs now being 
made by John IL. Corley, former 
counsel and genera] manager of 
the National Cleaners’ Associa- 
tion, who sticceeded in bringing 
the rivals together. 

“The survey, which we hope to 
complete this week, will show that 
St. Louis cleaners have been oper- 
ating at a loss, which will lead to 
financial failure if continued,” Cor- 
ley said. “Competition does not 
mean operating at a loss, and busi- 
ness failures are bad for any com- 
munity. Both the wholesalers and 
the retailers have decided to end 
the 50-cent ‘cash and carry’ price 
for cleaning a man’s suit, and to 
agree on a price, which will allow 
them to at least break even.” 

Many Conferences Held. 

Agreement to terminate the price 
war was reached after numerous 
conferences during the last month. 
Many obstacles had to be over- 
come, Corley explained, and it was 
not until yesterday that the special 
committee obtained assurances of 
co-operation from the last of the 
19 retailers and 18 wholesale plant 
owners in the city. 

Prices were cut last October to 
meet increasing competition from 
concerns in adjacent towns doing a 
mail order business, and from the 
Howard chain shop organization. 
The Howard company, which oper- 
ates eight stores is not included 
in the latest agreement, but the 
other cleaners point out that the 
Howard plan has not expanded 
here, and they say they no longer 
fear that sort of competition. The 
first price cut in October was 
from $1.50 for cleaning and press- 
ing a suit of clothes to $1. Later 
the 7i-cent price for clothing, 
Called for and delivered, and 50 
cents “cash and carry” became 
general. 

Increase in Labor Cost. 

In explanation of the losses re- 
sulting from low prices, Corley 
pointed out that cleaners’ naphtha, 
formerly six cents a gallon, now 
costs 15 cents a gallon, and that 
labor costs in the industry have 
increased 33 per cent since the 
World War. 

“When cleaners were paying six 
cents a gallon for naphtha they 
were charging $1.50 for cleaning 
a suit. With the price at 15 cénts 
a gallon and labor .charges in- 
creased, they drop to 75 to 60 
cents,” Corley said. “There could 
be only one result frem such 
methods.” 

The new prices will cover both 
retail and wholesale cleaning.

Chicago Coroner Orders 
Safety Measures as Result 
of Killing of Navy Pilot 
and Spectator—7 Hurt.

CURTISS-REYNOLDS AIR- 
PORT, CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—As 
the result of the accident which 
caused the loss of two lives at the 
national air races yesterday, when 
the racing navy plane of lieut.

P. De Shazo fell near hundreds of 
spectators, County Coroner Herman 
Bundesen today ordered two large 
blocks of bleachers torn down. De 
Shazo of Alabama and Louis Wern- 
er, a race concessionaire, were 
killed in the crash.

The lives of hundreds of spectators 
were jeopardized. 

The Coroner also decreed that 
racers must finish in normal posi- 
tions, instead of zooming over the 
bleachers in sharp turns back to 
the landing field. His third stipu- 
lation was that no planes may fly 
at a low altitude over the crowds. 
Stunt flyers, including the foreign 
pilota, who have thrilled crowds 
daily with their exhibitions, were 
ordered to stay out over the landing 
field hereafter. 


100 Feet From Ground. 

Turning the last pylon with 16 
navy planes in a 50-mile speed 
race, De Shazo’s plane, traveling 125 
mi an hour, veered crazily as 
the flyer attempted a barrel roll, 
crashed and burst into flames.

Dynamiting at Montrose 
Factory, 3057 Sheridan 
Av., Breaks Windows in 
Three Block Area. 


POLICE CALLED TO 
QUIET DISTRICT 


Many Flee in Night Clothes 
—Two Thrown From 
Bed by Explosion — 
Building Damaged $100. 


A dynamite bomb was exploded 
at the rear of the Montrose Bot- 


tling Co., 3057 Sheridan avenue, at 
4:15 o'clock this morning, dam- 
aging the one-story brick building 
less than $100 but alarming the 
neighborhood. About $500 dam- 
age was done to buildings with- 
in a radius of three blocks where 
windows ‘were shattered. 

Fifty policemen were sent to the 
scene to quiet the crowd of several. 
hundred persons who left their 
homes, many in night clothing. The 
blast was distinctly heard at Po- 
lice Headquarters and inquiries 
from more distant police stations 
indicated it was audible for several 
miles. 

Joseph Burack, the rear of whose 
house at 3051 Glasgow place, is | 
immediately opposite the bottling 
plant's alley entrance, reported that 
he and his wife were thrown from 
their beds by the force of the ex- 
plosion which also broke a large 
plate glass window in his grocery 
at Webster avenue and Brantner 
place. 

Two wooden doors leading to a 
portion of the bottling plant used 
as @ garage, were destroyed and a 
section of the wall about 6 by 2 
feet next to the doors was blown 
out. A truck in the garage was 
slightly damaged and a few cases 
of bottled soda were destroyed. 

The Montrose plant was the sec- 
ond bottling concern in the neigh- 
borhood to be damaged by a bomb 
within a week. Last Thursday 
night, the City Bottling Co. at 3106 
Sheridan avenue, less than a block 
away, was damaged $200 by a 
charge of dynamite against its rear 
wall. ,

ROLPH VICTORY CONCEDED 
IN CALIFORNIA PRIMARY 


San Francisco Mayor, Liberal, De- 
feats Two Who Had Support 
of Organized Drys.

Police ‘ learned Van Clief. who 
married Mrs. Kirkwood a year ago, 
recently had finanelal reverses in 
his roadside stand. Prior to dis- 
covery of the note, police believed 
that the woman had shot her hus- 
band and then taken her own life. 
A pistol from which four shots had 
‘been fired was found,near her 
hand, 

She had a bullet wound in her 
right temple. Van Clief was shot 
in the breast and his temple had 
been grazed by a builet. 

The woman's second husband, ‘Dr. 
Glenn Kirkwood, a _ veterinarian, 
was stabbed to death in their home 
in Queens. At her trial on a 
charge of manslaughter she said the 
veterinarian was killed accidentally 
in the struggle for the weapon with 
which she had intended to kill her- 
self. 

Her first husband was John A. 
McAvoy, a textile designer, whom 
she divorced.

touch with 72 radio-equipped po- 
lice cars stationed about the city. 
Then, heard impcrfectly through 
the static, a man's voice shouted: 
“Attention, all radio cars, atten- 
tion all radio cars, 4653 Evans 
avenue, 4653 Evans avenue, man 
being killed, man being killed.” 
After a moment’s pause, the 
message was repeated. All over 
town, policemen in radio-equipped 
cruisers and scout cars calculated 
the distance to 4653 Evans avenue. 
Those in the vicinity dashed to the 
scene. 
but demonstrated the speed with 
which policemen, notified by ra- 
dio, could reach the spot. 

During the first part of the 
ceremonies the broadcasting sys- 
tem was out of order, and police- 
men who had expected to hear an 
address by Lon O. Hocker, presi- 
dent of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, heard instead, only the 
dry spitting-of static. 

Most Speeches Clearly Heard.

This 
is Station KGPC. We had an in- 
terruption in the service, and if 
you missed two time signais, just 
disregard it.

However, the dispatch- 
er said: “Cruiser 104, call Station 
28, Chief of Detective's office, right 
away. He repeated it twice and 
signed off.

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OPENS HOTEL FOR BOYS 
CON THEIR OWN IN GITY 


Retired Pawn- 


Thomas Dunn, 


Who Help Themselves. 


The hotel for boys established by 
Thomas Dunn, 87-year-old retired 
pawnbroker, to help those who 
sant to help themselves, is opén 
for business. 


“Papa” Dunn, as he was known 
to clients of his pawnshop, bought 
the red brick building on the south- 
west corner of Ewing avenue and 
Locust street, built for the old St. 
Louis Club and later used by the 
Washington University Dental 
School, two years ago, announcing 
that he proposed to utilize it as a 
“sort of free hotel for young men 
seeking a place in the world.” 
“I'll support it,” Dunn said, “and 
when the boys get on their feet 
they can contribute to its further 
maintenance. The hotel will help 
them find jobs. It is a large build- 
ing and it is possible it will be 
used for other charities.” 

Formal opening of the hotel, will 
be held in October when Dunn 
réturns from a vacation on the 
West Coast but one boy is already 
quartered there and"Several are ex- 
pected next week. 

The Ideal Applicant. 

“The ideal applicant is a country 
boy who wants to make good in 
the city,”’ said former Circuit Judge 
Thomas C. Hennings, who is chair- 
man of the directors of the cor- 
poration which will administer the 
affairs of the hotel, “but we are 
glad to take under. privileged city 
boys, too. We want boys between 
the ages of 14 and 21 years. We 
don’t want ‘floaters’ or undesir- 
ables.” 

Hennings disclosed that, in ad- 
dition to the $75,000 expended by 
Dunn for the building, which he 
bought on impulse in the spring of 
1929, remodeling work has. cost 
him an additional $33,000 and he 
is financing the current expenses 
of the project. It is his intention 
to create an endowment fund for 
its support, Hennings said. 

When the retired pawnbroker, 
who began his business life as a 
newsboy, and attained affluence 
through his shop and canny real 
estate investments, purchased the 
property he expressed the opinion 
that young men should not be 
pampered. 

“But food and lodging are cer- 
tainly necessary for the young man 
seeking a place in the world,” 
Dunn said. Hennings said today 
that Dunn had supervised person- 
ally every detail of the remodeling 
and emphasized the importance of 
boys getting a start in the proper 
surroundings. 

Oak Panels and Beams, 

Although it has been thoroughly 
remodeled, the building still bears 
the distinguishing marks of the 
roomy, solidly constructed houses 
of old. Oak panelling adorns the 
walls on the first floor'and big oa 
beams across the ceilings of the 
dormitories: The walls are 80 
thick they resemble those of a 
fortress.

INCREASE $1,199,819 


Total for City, ‘State and 
School Revenue for 1930 
Is $33,629,327. 


Tax bills for 1930, sent today by 
Assessor Gehner to the Comptrol- 
ler’s office, and subject to inspec- 
tion and revision before the Comp- 
troller, sends them to the Collec- 
tor, amount to $33,629,327.90 for 
city, state and school revenue, 
compared with $32,429,508.24 last 
year. The increase is $1,199,- 
819.66. The number of bills, 205,- 


891, for individuals and corpora- 
tions, is 3551 more than last year. 

The increase in total tax bills is 
due partly to the increase of the tax 
rate from $2.69 to $2.71 on $100 
valuation, for bond interest and 
sinking fund; and partly to the in- 
crease in assessments, which 
amounted to $35,356,389. ‘The lat- 
ter increase was entirely in the real 
estate assessments, the personal} 
property assessments showing a de- 
crease, 

The total assessment on which 
this year’s taxes are figured is 
$1,241,020,110. This fs composed 
of $1,087,047,546 real estate, an 
ircrease Of $44,123,980 over last 
year, and $163,972,670 personal 
property, a decrease of $8,691,160 
from last year, 

Trust. and insurance companies, 
by taking fuller advantage than be- 
fore of such devices as holding 
companies, reduced their personal 
property returns to ane extent 
which accounts for most of the de- 
crease. The Board of Equalization, 
by a compromise with the trust 
companies, raised their returns 
$10,000,000 above their ofiginal 
proposal, but this offset only a 
little more than one-half the de- 
crease.

Nearly 10 Pct. in Five Years While 
Busses i in Cities Increase 100 Pet. 


Is Reduced: 


Survey Aba a That Trend in St. Louis Is 
Nation - Wide — Financial Condition .of 
Electric Railways Pactor in Change. 


The growing importance of the 
motor bus as a means of urban 
/Mmass transportation, which has 
| been observed in St. Louis ‘in the 
tendency of the Public Service Co., 
to substitute busses for street cars 
on some lines, fs told in full in the 
1930 edition of “Bus Facts” pub- 
lished by the National Association 
of Motor Buys Operators. 

Comparative figures show a big 
gain in city bus travel and a na- 
tion-wide loss of riders by street 
cars, a condition which caused the 
Missouri Public Service .Commis- 
sion, in one of its recent orders, to 
Bay: 

“Practically all electric street 
railways are in bad financial con- 
dition and are finding it extreme- 
ly difficult to finance themselves. 
Without retrenchment and econ- 
omy of operation they face a dubi- 
ous future. In the last 10 years 
hundreds of miles of electric street 
-railways have been abandoned and 
thme process of replacing electric 
street railways with busses has 
been proceeding steadily.” 

This was written into an order 
authorizing the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. to abandon -part of its 
Osage Hills car line and substitut 
busses for the abandoned routes 
into the business district of Kirk- 
» Wood, 


Other Signs of Change. 

Earlier the company abandoned 
its Vandeventer avenue tracks, one 
of the major cross-town lines, and 
is operating busses instead, and 
has substituted busses for the un- 
important Marcus-Spalding lines. 
It is understood the company is 
considering abandoning. its tracks 
on Natural Bridge avenue west of 
Grand and on Gravois avenue be- 
tween Eighteenth street and Grand 
when those streets are widened 
and repaved. 

‘By this process of abandoning 
tracks the company saves hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars it 
would otherwise be required to ex- 
pend for reconstruction of the 
tracks and its share of the new 
paving. It appears’to bo the policy 
of the company to avoid these new 
capital expenditures wherever lines 
show @ poor earning record along 
with declining business, and it ap- 
pears to be the policy of the Pub- 


lic Service Commission to permit 
the-eubstitution of busses in such 
circumstances. 

Figures in “Bus Facts” show that - 
electric. railways at the beginning 
of 1930 were operating. 11,260 
busses, an increase of more than 
100 per cent since 1926. The total 
of all busses in passenger service 
was 92,500, compares with 69,400 
in 1925. 

Last year city busses carried 1,- 
358,000,000 passengers compared 
with 808,000,000 in 1925 and pro- 
duced $110,000,000 revenue, just 
double the $65,000,000 they pro- 
duced in 1925. 

Track and Car Reductions. 

In these five years the number 
of electric railway passenger cars 
In operation decreased from 81,635 
to’ 71,219, and electric railway 
trackage was reduced’ from 42,485 
miles to 38,470 miles, a decrease 
of nearly 10 per cent. 

In the period from 1922 to 1929, 
inclusive, electric surface - lines 
showed a loss of 3 per cent’'in pas- 
sengers carried while the motor bus 
lines gained 197 per cent. ° > 

Local motor bus service is in 
operation-in 559 cities of more than 
10,000. population, or more than 
half of all in that class, according 
to “Bus Facts.” Local traffic by 
common carriers ig analyzed in 
four of the larger cities, New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia and Boston. 
The proportion carried by busses in 
1929 was, New York 4.1 per cent; 
Chicago, 5.9 per cent; Philadelphia, 
5.3 per cent; Boston, 12.6 per cent, 
Boston had made the greatest bus 
gain, having increased from 4.5 per 
cent in 1925. 

Bus Business Here Improves. 

Recent reports of the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. show an increase 
in its’ bus business, although its 
street-car business is declining 
sharply. For the week ending Aug. 
17 the decline in street car fares as 
compared with a year ago was 17 
per cent and revenue was 8.78 per 
cent lower, but the busses showed 
an increase of 25: per cent in fares 
collected and 38 per cent in reve- 
nue. 

Revenue passengers carried by 
the company’s -busses im’ 1929 to- 
taled 5,277,176, compared with 2,- 
607,809 in 1925, an increase of 100 
per cent,

In appointing Henry P. Fletcher to the chairman- 
ship of the Tariff’ Commission, President Hoover 
supports his approval of the Grundy rates by con- 
tinuing to emphasize the possibility of their modifi- 
cation under the provisions of the flexible clause. 

Mr. Fletcher has had a long diplomatic career, but 
he is not ah economist and could-not quality for 
such a post except as one who must be taken care of, 
As the Mexican expert of the Harding administra- 
tion, by reason of having been one of our Ambas- 
sadérs to Mexico, he is usually held responsible for 
the rupture between that country and the United 
States recently bridged by Mr. Morrow. He was sub- 
sequently Ambassador to Italy, and was variously 
théntioned as a possible appointee as Ambassador to 
Great Britain, as Sectetary of State, as Governor- 
General of the Philippines, as nominee for the gov- 
ernorship and for the senatorship in Pennsylvania.

IDLENESS IN PRISONS. : 
The problem of idleness in American prisong has 
been a disturbing problem for many years, and dur- 


serious prison riots, culminating in the ghastly holo 
éaust at Columbus, O. The situation will be worse 
when the Hawes-Cooper law,:requiring prison-made 
‘goods to be so labeled when sold in States whose 
laws specify such labeling, goes into effect. 

An analysis of the difficulties of keeping prison- 


ment for September. What-te says of California -is 
true in greater or less degree of Missouri and other 
States. Of 4123 prisoners at San Quentin, only 1723 
were employed in the prison factories, while 2231 
were occupiéd insnon-revenue producing work. The 
factories are grossly overmanned, there being two 
or three men for every real job. In the jute mill, 
1100 men’ are used for what the National Society of 
Penal Information terms “treadmill labor that can: be 
justified only on the ground that it is better than 
idleness.” Most of the men employed outside the 
factories have practically nothing to do, their assign- 
ments of work being nominal. For instance, 97 men 
work in the prison flower gardens, and 131 in the 
vegetable garden. The areas of these cultivated sec- 
tions are so small that the work might be done bet- 
ter with half the men. 

At Folsom, an even worse condition exists. This 
prison, containing 2200 prisoners, has no factories 
at.all. A stone quarry offers the largest opportunity 
for work, but 700 are used in it when it can com- 
fortably accommodate no more than 200. About 500 
men were used to construct a new cellhouse, and

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SPEEDING UP JUSTICE. 
Circuit Judge Fitzsimmons has a plan for expe- 
diting civil litigation. He would substitute for the 
October term a term beginning on the first Monday 
in September. Since Circuit Court terms are fixed 
by statute the change, if approved, will have to 
be made by the Legislature. At the next annual 
judicial conference he will ask the Judges to make 
this recommendation. 
The problem of reducing the law’s delay is engag- 
ing the attention of courts and lawyers in many 
cities. Some efforts have been successful, Judge 
Fitzsimmons learned while attending the recent meet- 
ing of the American Bar Association, and some have 
aggravated the condition.
